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STATISTICAL REPORT 


PARENTS AND (SUARDIANS:— 


The Board of Education herewith submit for your consid- 
eration the itemized report of its Treasurer for the fiscal year 
ending Pebruary 15, 1908, and the statistical report of the 
schools of the town for the year ending July 15, 1907. 


The enumeration of children of school age in the town of 
Hinsdale in the month of September last as required by law 
was taken by W. F. White and revealed the following:— 


Children between 5 and 16 years—Boys, 139; girls, 181, a 
total of 320. Of these 10 are on the Island and attend Brat- 
tleboro schools, 1 Northfield schools. Number between 10 and 
16 not able to read and write English 2. 


You will note the decrease in the number of children of 
school age: 05, 389; ’06, 364; ’07, 320; present estimate, 300, 
the lowest in many years. 


The faculty of our High School have remained unchanged 
with the exception of Miss Razee, A. B., who has been pro- 
moted from substitute teacher of Latin and Greek to first as- 
sistant. While prepared to give thorough instruction in the 
Classical course, such is the trend of modern college entrance 
requirements making Greek optional that less Greek studied, 
and Grecian, Roman, and American history and the science 
are being elected by our students. Adjustments in courses are 
necessary to meet changed conditions. ‘ 


The resignation of Miss Harriet C. Moore just before the 
opening of our schools left a most important position to fill 


on short notice. Miss (sertrude Graves was elected to that 
position The resignation of Miss Nellie Redding to take up 
Normal study led to the election of Miss Sadie J. Dodge to fill 
the vacancy at the Monument School. Miss Florence Field 
was transferred to the larger Chestnut Hill shools and Miss 
Florence O’Neal was elected to fill the vacancy at North Hins- 
dale. Miss Hannah Higginson was transferred from Chestnut 
Hill to the charge of the Primary school made vacant by the 
resignation of Miss Minnie Owen. 


Our teachers have been chosen with care and have been 
made to feel the moral support of your Board, especially in 
matters of just discipline. Gratifying results have followed. 

The plan we advocated in our last meeting of having one 
teacher for one grade has been carried forward as far as prac- 
ticable. Five grades have been affected for the better by the 
change at no additional cost. Farther than that at present 
it did not seem wise to go. 


Continuing our alliance with Northfield for music and 
drawing Supt. Howard has sent Miss Hinman, supervisor of 
music and Miss Whiting superisor of drawing. 


As far as possible our teachers continue to follow the 
“Program of Studies’”’ and gradings sent us by State Supt. 
Morrison. Several of our teachers took Normal training at 
Hyannis and their increased efficiency and value as teachers 
is apparent. We are encouraging all our teachers to take ad- 
vantage of present vacation opportunities for Normal work. 


Improvements have been made on school property, fire 
extinguishers put in, new wall maps hung. 


Being frequently reminded by our State Superintendent of 
the advantages of having a supervisor of schools and not 
wishing to stand in the way of better eduaction, your Board 
at the request of your present acting superintendent, has 
caused to be inserted in the Warrant, the article on supervi- 
sion, for your careful consideration. As busy professional 
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men we have given much time and thought to your schools, 
but no such time and thought as an expert, highly paid Sup- 
erintendent is supposed to give. We leave this and all other 
matters to you for your free action and consideration.
